Be  Ye  Not  Deceived. 

A  loyal  Republican  and  an  earnest 
temperance  man,  expreMed  hia  opin 
ion  a  few  days  since,  to  the  effect  that 
the  Prohibit* miat*  *o  thoroughly  ap 
predated  the  work  of  the  Republican 
members  of  the  last  Legislature,  that 
the  fire  on  then  camp  should  he  slack¬ 
ened,  if  not  susjieuded ,  that  they 
ahould  lie  treated  with  great  mildneas 
and  every  effort  In*  made  t»  Conciliate 
them.  The  Citizen  has  held  no  such 
views,  but  could  not  have  effectually 
answered  our  esteemed  friend  with¬ 
out  the  aid  of  E.  A.  S.  It  is  hard  to 
prove  a  negative.  Prohibitionists  ajs 
predate  nothing  but  prohibition 
Some  favor  it  Ijecauae  they  believe 
honestly  that  it  is  an  attainable  reme¬ 
dy  for  great  evils,  others  localise  it 
serves  them  as  an  admirable  stalking 
horse.  The  sincere  and  the  hyp 
critical  are  equally  impracticable. 
The  Republicans  tried  for  years  t< 
get  along  with  them,  with  the  result 
of  living  in  continual  turmoil.  At  last 
they  drummed  them  out  of  camp  and 
treated  them  as  the  most  dange 
of  enemies.  Since  then  steady  pro 
gress  has  l>een  made  towards  convert¬ 
ing  the  masses  of  the  party  to  tern 
perance  principles,  and  uniting  lead 
ers  on  practicable  measures. 

Let  it  be  understtxnl  we  have  no 
quarrel  with  the  Prohibitionists  per 
sonally.  A  man  may  be  a  Prohibi* 
tionist  and  at  the  same  time  “  a  gen¬ 
tleman  and  a  scholar.”  But  they  are 
politically  bliud  and  will  lead  those 
who  follow  them  into  a  political  ditch. 

No  better  evidence  of  blindness 
could  be  furnished  than  the  letter  of 
E.  A.  S.,  The  Republicans  in  the  last 
Legislature  struggled  for  weeks 
ngaiust  the  rum  power  without,  and 
faint  hearts  within  ;  against  bribery 
and  threats  of  political  destruction. 
In  spite  of  all,  Ihey  stood  firm  and 
a  law,  which,  while  not  per¬ 
haps  the  best  possible,  was  the  best 
attainable.  This  law  has  the  com 
mendation  of  many  of  the  most  bril¬ 
liant  and  iudefatigible  temperance 
workers,  and  the  universal  disapprov¬ 
al  of  “  those  w  hose  openly  avowed  ob 
ject  is  opposition  to  every  effort  to 
curtail  the  power  of  the  saloon,  the 
brewery  and  the  distillery.”  These 
men  thought  (  and  it  is  not  strange  ) 
that  such  a  fight  and  such  a  vie  ton 
would  impress  even  prohibitions : 
that  they  would  receive  that  highest 
reward  of  the  faithful — well  done.  But 
no,  their  action  was  •  quite  in  keeping 
with  the  evasive  tactics  of  the  Repul 
lican  party  by  whieh  they  have  so 
frequently  deeeifeiT  ;  it  was  “  mild 
antagonism”  ;  it  was  the  setting  of  a 
“trap”  for  the  “confiding”  Prohibition¬ 
ists  of  which  they  “may  well  l>e  sus¬ 
picious.” 

Be  not  deceived,  good  friends  who 
have  fought  so  good  a  fight.  In  the* 
first  place,  but  a  fraction  of  those 
who  have  in  recent  years  voted  the 
prohibition  ticket,  are  prohibitionists  ; 
the  rest  are  sincere,  level  headed  tern 
perance  men,  who  know  a  good  thing 
when  they  see  it.  They  have  appre 
ciated  and  will  uphold  your  action. 
In  the  next  .place,  the  geuuine  politi 
cal  Prohibitionist  cannot  be  conciliated 
except  by  imjiossible  concessions 
They'  may  lie  dangerous  as  enemies : 
as  frieuds  they  are  simply  fatal. 

Finally  the  Republicans  are  accused 
of  trying  to  win  votes.  'Why  certainly, 
who  e^r  denied  it  1  Votes  are  the 
expression  of  public  approval  and  con¬ 
fidence,  and  the  public  next  fall  will 
lie  called  ujton  to  say  by  its  votes, 
whether  what  was  accomplished  last 
winter  by  the  courage,  high  principle 
and  steadfastness  of  the  Republican 
Legislature  is  to  be  held  and  made  a 
vantage  ground  for  future  efforts,  or 
whether  the  Democrats  and  Prohibi 
tionists  are  to  l>e  allowed  to  overthrow 
it,  and  send  us  bAck  to  free  rum  and 
all  its  evils.  The  issue  is  very  plain, 
and  we  rely  ujxin  the  good  horse  sense 
of  the  community  to  decide  it  aright. 
By  all  means  we  are  “  Utnjierance  for 
votes,”  and  as  our  Assemblymen  said, 
when, nominated,  we  “not  only  ask 
for  them,  but  we  demand  them  as  of 
right  ”  from  the  great  temperance 
party  in  our  midst.  Our  public  ser 
vants  have  done  well,  ami  it  is  right 
that  their  hands  should  be  strength 
ened,  and  those  of  their  opponents 
made  weak,  by  whole-souled  approval. 
As  for  The  Citizen  it  does  not  intend 
to  “  damn  them  with  faint  praise.”
